1. E PA CONSIDERING PROPOSAL TO RCRA LANDFILL LOW- 
LEVEL NUCLEAR WASTES 

The EPA !s sald to be reconslderlng a controversiai proposal that may 
open hazardous waste landfills to low-level radioactive waste by 
regulating them under subtitle C of the Resource Conservation & 
Recovery Act (RCRA). The plan addresses Nuclear Regulator/ 
Commlsslon (NRC) concerns about dlmlnlshlng dlsposal capaclty for 
these wastes and the increasing cost to decommlssion nucfear faclllties. 
A blg concern fs whether RCRA landfills houslng low-level nuclear waste 
could later be used for new construction and development. Currently, 
most tow-level nuclear waste Is dlsposed of at NRC-Ilcensed faclllties, but 
some states allow Its dlsposal In RCRA landfills on a case-by-case basis. 
The agency's plan would establish a uniform natlonal poltcy. Pressure is 
buildlng from the NRC and the nuclear Industry to ffnd alternatlve 
locations, especially with the Impendlng partlal closure of a major faclllty 
in Barnwetl, SC next July. However, envlronmentalists and others are 
concerned that RCRA landfills could leak low-level radioactive waste Into 
surrounding soli and groundwater; and, that radlatlon from the waste 
could boost the volatillty of other hazardous materials in the landflll, thus 
increasing potentlai health risks...Read More » 

2. FEDERAL E-WASTE LEGISLAT ION TO ADO^ PRODUCER 
RESPONSZBIUTY APPROACH 

Lawmakers worklng on federal e-waste leglslation are toutlng a 
consensus-based extended producer responslbillty approach, as 
described In a concept paper, a precursor to what mlght become the 
Natlonal Electronic Products Stewardship Act. Manufacturers, retallers 
and recyclers would share the task of settlng up and runnlng a natlonal 
program to collect, transport, and recycle e-waste. Existlng state e- 
waste laws would not be preempted If the law Is enacted, but It would 
serve as a floor for future state controls, the paper said. Federal 
requirements would apply immedlately in states wlthout e-waste laws, 
and states would be free to set llmlts more strlngent than those that the 
federal law Imposes. The EPA would establish recycling rules and run the 
natlonal program. Federal requlrements would take precedence, but 
states wanting to do more could apply to EPA for "lead Implementlng 
agency" status. The draft proposes to cover CRT devlces, flat panel video 
dlsplay devlces with screens larger than 4 Inches and desktop and laptop 
computers.

3. WASTE SERVICES TO SELL FLORI D A OPE RATIONS FOR $57 
MILLION 

Waste Services Inc agreed to sell its hauling and materials recycling 
operations and construction and demolition debrls landflll at Jacksonvllle, 
Florida to Advanced Dlsposal Services Inc for $57.5 mllllon In a deal 
expected to close In early March. The company will retaln ownership of 
the Jacksonvllle materials recycling and hauling facilitfes and lease them 
to the purchaser. They plan to use $42.5 mllllon of the proceeds to 
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reduce term loans and meet operational needs,,.Read More » 

4. GREANPEACE REPORT DETAILS GLOBAL PROBLEM OF E- 
WASTE 

A recent Greenpeace report chronicles the dumping of mllllons of tons of 
dlscarded electronic equipment contalnlng toxlc Chemicals and heavy 
metals every year without recycllng or safe dlsposal. Accordlng to the 
report entitled "Toxlc Tech: Not in Our Backyard," more than 80 percent 
of televisions, computers, mobile phones and other equipment escape 
proper handllng in the United States, and about 75 percent in the 
European Union. In India, 99 percent of such "e-waste" is mlshandled. 
"The Introduction of approprlate reuse, recycllng and recovery 
technologles is not keeping pace" with growlng sales, sald the report. 
More than 1 billion mobile phones were sold last year alone. A mobile 
phone contalns 500 to 1,000 components, many of them containing 
potentially dangerous metals llke lead, mercury, cadmium and beryllium, 
as wetl as hazardous chemical flame retardants. In the EU where 
producer responsibillty has been legislated slnce August 2005, there has 
been more success than In the US where "a relatlvely unsophlsticated 
infrastructure" exlsts to collect and process e-waste; however, several 
states are requirlng producers to have take-back schemes. Much of what 
Greenpeace calls the "hidderi flow" of hazardous waste is exported to 
countrfes llke India, Chlna and Thailand, Workers fn those countrfes strip 
down the goods to recover components for second-hand equipment or to 
harvest valuable metals and raw materials In a process that Is dangerous 
to thelr health and to the envlronment,..Read More » 

5. ANOTHER GUILTY P LEA I N f¥d E RAL PRO B E OF CO N N ECT ICUT 
WASTE INDUSTRY 

The ongolng federal probe of a mob-backed scheme to control the waste 
hauling Industry In Connecticut and east New York has netted another 
gullty plea. This tfme (t is Thomas Mllo, 70, of Mamaroneck, NY who was 
a sllent partner with trash magnate James Galahte on several hauling 
companles, Inciuding Automated Waste Dlsposal, Diverslfled Waste 
Dlsposal and Superior Waste Dlsposal. The two were mastermfnds of a 
scheme that pald a $120,000 rhonthly "mob tax" to Matthew Iannlello, 
former reputed head of the Genovese crfme famlly, In return for mob 
muscle to make sure that other trash firms would agree to keep prlces 
high and to not poach one ahother's customers, Iannlello 'Is currently In 
prison after pleadlng gullty to racketeerlng conspiracy and tax charges. 
As a condiOon of the guilty plea, Mllo and his wife must forfelt all interest 
in the affiffated companles. Mllo, Galante and Iannlello are among 29 
people named In a 2006 federal Indlctment...Read More » 

6. CdVANfA HOLDING 4^ 
REVENUE5 

Covanta Holding Corp. sald its fourth-quarter net earnlngs rose to $72.3 
million, or $0.47 per share, from $11.9 million, or $0.08 per share, a 
year ago. Revenue for the perlod ended Dec. 31 rose to $395.4 million 
from $317.9 million a year earlier well ahead of analysts' estlmates of 
$358.8 m\Hlon. The waste-to-energy company contlnues to beneflt from 
a very strong energy market coupled with tislng waste dlsposal prfcing, 
partlculatly (n the- Northeast and southeast where most of the company's 
projects are located. The company Is forecastlng 2008 earnlngs to be 
between $0.90 and $1 per share,. .Read More » 

7. "eWiRO^ DIESEL ~* 
EMMISSIONS 

Envlron mental groups inciuding the Natural Resources Defense Council 
and others are sald to be testing an Innovative legal approach to attack 
air pollutlon not usuafly subject to the Clean Air Act. They charge that 
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solid particutate matter (PM) emfsslons from dlesel fuel at ports around 
the country constitute the improper disposal of hazardous waste. Albeit a 
long shot, if successful, It would render the Clean Air Act superfluous by 
making PM viotatlons from any source potentiatly a vfolatlon of RCRA. 
NRDC and the California group Coaiition for a Safe Ehvlronment are 
sulng the Port of Long Beach, CA, argulng that the factllty is improperly 
disposing of wastes such as arsenlc, cadmfum, nickel, lead, mercury and 
other compounds "while attached to or associated with diesel particulate 
matter." Other attempts by environmentalists to appfy RCRA to other 
regulatory programs have generally been unsuccessful. In 2005, local 
groups in Idaho failed to win a suit almed at regulatlng crop-buming 
resldues under RCRA. . .Read More »

8. CONNECTICUT RESOURCES RECOVERY AUTHORITY TO RAISE 
TIP FE ES BE 25% 

The Connecticut Resources Recovery Authorlty (CRRA) thls week 
approved a 25% increase In the tip fees It charges to the 70 
munlcipalltles that constitute its Mid-Connectlcut Project. CRRA argues 
that the increase Is needed to eover the cost to close its Hartford (andffll 
and to ship waste to other sites and out of state. Attomeys for the 
munlcipallties argue that the Increase "smacks of retaliatlon" for a recent 
lawsuit settlement in their favor related to the Enron debacle. The 
Increase adds $28 mllllon to the budget whlch Is just about the amount 
awarded to the towns in the settlement. The CRRA counters that the 
board voted in 2004 to close the landflll and therefore, It should come as 
no surprise. Currently,. CRRA's appeal is stllt pending with the state 
Supreme Court...Read More » 

9. PORTLAND, O RE. WANTS f O M ANDATE BUSINESS RECYCUNG 

Portland Oregon city officlals are pursulng the final frontler in waste: 
business recycting. The city's phased-in recycling mandate will ultimately 
make it mandatory for busihesses to recycle all paper, card board, and 
food and drlnk containers, and 75% of their constructlon debris. Portland 
has required businesses to recycle half of their waste since 1996, jolning 
Seattle, Chicago, San Dtego County and others with business-recy eling 
mandates. PorUarid* businesses already claim to reeyete 63% of the 
waste generated but businesses are wary of mandates and non-market 
based systems to push it hfgher. The City Council Is also safd to be 
consldering a franehise system that assigns haulers a speclfic territory in 
exchange for volume dlscounts and contractual mandates Includfng 
those for recycting as ah alternative. The franehise system has many 
efficlency beneffts resuJtJng from better routlng, reduced truck volume, 
and waste volume cbnsolldation at transfer, processing and disposal

Here's the background on the situatlon. 

A few months ago, John McCain applied for and was approved to recelve 
federal matching funds. Because he couldn't find enough people to fund 
his campaign, he was also forced to apply for a $4 milllon llne of credlt, 
which he secured by using the federal matching funds as collateral. 

By taking the federal funding, he agreed to spend no more than $57 
million untll the Republlcan convention. But so far, his campaign has spent 
at least $49 million leaving him with less than $10 million to campaign 
with through September. 

Now that he's won the nomination and has the support of the Republlcan 
lobbylst and special Interest machlne, he's trying to ignore that the whole 
thing ever happened. He recently wrote a letter to the FEC telllng them 
that he was backlng out, even though the FEC is very clear that any 
request to withdraw from the agreement must be approved; you can't just 
change your mind and take It back - legally, you have to be given 
permission. 

McCain isn't asklng because he knows he'll never be granted permission, 
and he doesn't want to have to accept the funding restrlctions he agreed 
to when he used the money as collateral for a loan.

School Choice Isn't Enough

I began writing about school choice in City Journal more than a decade ago. I belleved then (as I stlll 
believe) that giving tuitlon vouchers to poor Inner-city students stuek In lousy publlc schools was a dvt 
rtghts imperative. . . It seemed Immorai to keep disadvantaged kids locked up in dismal, future- 
darkening public schools when vouchers could send them to high-performing Cathollc ones--especially

Good Afternoon Phil: 

I have thought long and hard about your question. Hear are some of the thoughts I have at thls time. 
please note they are my own opinions and have not been dlscussed fbrmally with the Open Arms Board 
or with either Pastor Joe or Pastor Kuehnert. 

First of all Open Arms is THE center in town, With the closures of Educare last spring, Play & Learn 
East in August and now Play & Learn West, parents have few choices for center-based care. In 
conversations with Cheryl Keepers at the Child Care Assistance Office, she notes that there are about 
4400 children under age 6 in need of care in the borough. However, there are only 2200 licensed child 
care slots. Is this an opportunity for Open Arms to expand? 

My first reaction is to say an informed W. in conversations with Gara Bridwell, Executive Director of 
Play & Learn and with the fbrmer Director of Educare, the story is always the same: Centers lose money 
because parents can't afford the true cost of care. To compensate for this centers do not pay their staff 
well Staff turnover is high (432 in 2.6 years for Open Arms) and the quality of care and educatJon for our 
very important young children suffers. And just in case we have forgotten, this is the age when a child's 
brain grows the most, and when certain wlhdows of learning open and ctose, never to be "re-leamed" in 
auite the same way We have certain scientific evidence (PET scans) which proves this to even the most 
skeptical person. Chhst is brilliant-he created atl of these young children and knew for certain that they 
were the most important in His kingdoml Solid research by several different firms shows the huge return 
ori each dollar spent on quality sarly childhood education— an average of $71! It is defimtely "patient 
capital", but an investment that clearly saves taxpayers down the road in remedial costs for education, 
the penal system, etc, hot to mention the positive impact on our future community. 

I have been in the early childhood profession for 30+ years. The story hasn't changed. Society in 
general sees child care as a family responsibility and not a socletal concern. Without debating the 
reasons children are in childcare, the number of children in care has only mcreased during this tme. 
These young children grow up without quality care and education in their youngest and most formative 
years and become the people who will take care of us, teach our grandchildren and run our country. 
Whether or not you believe young children should be in child care is really a moot point, because they are 
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and will continue to be. The cost of providing care will continue to ctimb as standards for teaching staff 
are raised. How will Centers be able to continue to provide care? How will Open Arms be able to survive, 
let alone expand? As you are aware, we currently struggle to make ends meet and are dependent on 
church assistance of $14,000 per year and fundraislng dollars of $50,000 per year. 

I am aware that one of the mission goals for Zion is to add satellite centers in the borough. Now seems 
like a good time? If we are indeed serious about the expansion, I would suggest the following: 

1 . A special committee be appointed to look at the possibility of expanding. They would need to 
consider financing, staffing and location. 

This committee shouid inciude members from the business community, early childhood 
community, and from both the Open Arms Board and Leadership Council. I would suggest a 
meeting with Gara Bridwell as wetl. 

2. Setting up a separate training unit for staff as part of Open Arms. This would be a unit that runs 
year around and whose sole purpose would be to train new and current staff. By setting up our 
own training we could by pass the need for our teacher assistants to obtain degrees. This would 
be similar to what the military does. 

3. Increasing the rates to pay for the actual cost of care in atl facilities, but offering significant 
scholarships for low income families who qualify for state assistance. 

4. Conducting a demographic study to see if our community could support both expansion and an 
increase in rates— in some cases almost double the current rates. 

Finally I know that our God is a God of the impossible. He has proven over and over again to me 
person'ally and to the Zion congregation. I would suggest that much prayer and study go into any thought 
of expansion. 

I would also welcome your thoughts as to other possibilities for expansion or items to consider.

Dr, Gerlach, I appreciate your comments below and taking the time to address this issue. Where 
in this House Bill does it say that raw miik sold to the consumer will only be consumed raw? It 
does NOT. While many consumers prefer to drink raw milk much as they prefer to eat raw fish 
in Sushi Bars and Steak Tartar (ground raw beef) in some of the finest restaurants in Alaska, this 
law does not prohibit the consumer from pasteurizing the milk they take home from a farm if 
they so choose. To jump to the conclusion that all Alaskans will drink only fresh raw milk 
purchased in it's raw state is preposterous. To require all Alaskans to cook their milk before 
consumption is equally preposterous. The enzymes and natural cultures present in raw milk 
makes some of the finest fresh artisan cheeses in this world today . If I want to buy raw milk and 
make fresh cheese for myself and my family, I am intelligent enough to follow directions and do 
so. The present law PROHIBITS MY ABILITY TO DO SO legally. 

We in Alaska do not need a law that requires us to cook all raw fruits, raw vegetables, raw meats, 
raw fish, nor raw eggs, nor do we need a law requiring us to cook (or purchase only cooked) 
milk The right to purchase fresh raw products from local producers including raw milk is in 
place by law, in the majority of states in the United States, preserving the rights of citizens, 
RELIGIOUS CULTURES, ETHN1C CULTURES, and the citizen*s right to freedom of 
choice. 

From Christianity Today magazine, February 27, 2008: 
"3. You gotta right for your right to raw milk 

Milk that comes straight from the cow tastes a lot different than the kind you buy in the store. 
Partly, that's because pasteurization kills off the bacteria and destroys the milk's vitamins. In 
response a lot of farmers, including many Christians, drink their milk raw. Unfortunately for 
them, it's illegal to sell raw milk. But you can drink your milk from your own cow. Some farmers 
sell shares of their cows a^nd give the "owners" their raw milk. 

You can be sure that plenty pf farmers are watching the case of Arlie Stutzman, who was busted 
for selling an undercover agent raw milk. "While I can and I have food, IH share it/ said 
Stutzman, who is Amish. "Do unto othefs what you would have others do unto you." 
"We know people are deprived of this real food," he told The W^frington Posi." 

I don't believe that I need to go into great detail here on behalf of the many ethnic and reiigious 
cultures present in Alaska today, including Amish as an example above, and each group*s 
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specific milk procurement and handling dictations, but will be happy to if needed. We are reminded to 
respect those ethnic cultures and religions in Alaska that require raw milk as part of their practices. The 
population of Alaska is not solely made of up of Ethno-Europeans ~ all Alaskans should be treated fairly 
and equitably and have the right to purchase raw milk directly from the producer. 

Those of us who are asking our state Representatives and Senators to allow Alaskans to join the 
♦majority* of the states allowing the sale of raw milk directly from the farmer to the consumer are only 
requesting the right to procure the rreshest, most wholesome product for our selves and our families. 
What an individual does at home with anything legally purchased should be left up to that individual, 
not a department of the Government of Alaska that is in place to serve Alaskans. In this society of up to 
the minute internet conversations and education there is no need for the state to prohibit the sale of raw 
milk directly from the farmer to the consumer any longer. There is no need any longer for the 
government to hold my and other's hands and tell me that I and others are a bad person for purchasing 
any fresh item from the local producer of my choice - purchase raw milk for personal use, whatever that 
use may be in the privacy of our homes, to include but not limited to drinking it cooked, raw, or white- 
washing a bara with it. Since one of the DEC's inspectors *this week* has told a local Grade A milk 
producer to cease and desist from selling raw milk via cow shares, ALL raw milk sales in Alaska are 
now said to be illegal and Ijust will not just sit and allow an outdated law to take away my right to 
choose without standing up for my rights and those of my fellow Alaskans. There is no reason for 
Alaskans to purchase and have flown in fresh raw milk from another state. I am asking our State 
Representatives and Senators to continue to support the rights of if s citizens to have the fireedom to 
choose, to include the purchase of fresh raw milk from the producer of each individual's choice. There is 
no longer a need for the state to require the delivery of all raw milk produced in this state to a state- 
owned creamery; nor is there a need any longer for the state to protect if s financial investments in the 
repeatedly-failed state-sponsored dairies of the 80's and 90's. That dismal chapter in our state's history 
is closed! It is time to move on and allow the citizens of Alaska to buy fresh raw milk from the small or 
large producer themselves and to support Alaska' s economy. It is time to allow the citizens of Alaska 
the f reedom of choice without fear of legal prosecution, that legal right which the majority of other 
US citizens have already in place. Please let the citizens of Alaska have the legal right to purchase any 
farm product produced in this state, including farm fresh raw milk, as they so choose.

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I appreciate your email and feel that it is your right and responsibility to question the regulations and ask for a 
justification of why they are in place. At this time the regulations regarding the sale an processing of dairy 
products prohibit the sale and distribution of raw milk in Alaska. This is consistent with the regulations of 21 other 
states. I thought you should know the topic of raw milk is very popular and being dlscussed in several 
States. Many authorities have been consulted and in order to protect the public health the fbllowing agencies and 
groups to oppose the sale and distribution of raw milk to the public due the health hazards associated with the 
product.

it is not my intention to prohibit or deny your choice to drink raw milk but it is the of this position of this offlce and 
the Department of Health and Social Services to protect public health. That is why neither this office nor the 
Department of Health and Social Services can support the sale and distribution of raw milk to the public. 

I have had similar questions regarding the ones that you have raised about the other raw fcods and the risk of 
food borne diseases. The degree of risk varies depending on the origin of the food product, how it is raised, how 
it is handled and marketed and how it is handled (stored and cooked) by the consumer. There is no doubt the 
risk associated with raw foods is much greater. Chicken, beef, eggs and some seafood although sold raw 
are handled in such a manner to reduce the contamlnation with disease causing pathogens and these are 
intehded to be cooked to eliminate any pathogens that may be inberently present in the product. The public 
health Officials in Alaska as well as the federal agencies regulating foods try to minimize the disease risk to the 
public by requiririg certain procedures to be followed at critical handling or processing steps each specific to the 
type of food. For milk, pasteurization has been the process used to reduce the risk of food borne diseases. The 
goal is to minimize the risk as much as possible. It is impossible to eliminate the risk completely, only to reduce it 
in an atternpt to stop the negative effects of a food borne disease outbreak. 

Unfortunateiy, the current scientific research shows the risks associated with raw food products is increasing. 
One area of increased risk is the greater incidence of multidrug resistant bacteria being found on farms and on 
agriculturat products. These pathogens are resistant to the Standard treatment offered by the medical profession, 
require extraordinary measures to manage and put patients at greater risk for a poor prognosis and outcome. 
The historic evidence illustrates that about 90 % of the food borne outbreaks associated with raw milk have 
occurred in states that regulate the sale of the product. Several states that allow the sale of raw milk have just 
revised their regulations in an atternpt to deal with this problem. California, for example, in response to an 
disease outbreak (September 2006} in January 2007 tightened the regulations regarding the sale of raw milk. It 
is not possible to eliminate the risk associated with raw milk but it may be reduced by pasteurization. If you are 
interested In finding more information concerning the outbreak in California or other states, I would encourage you 
to contact the state health departments involved fn the investigation since I have found this information to be most 
accurate. 

In evaluating the risk of food borne disease related to dairy products, I focus on the dairy products and only 
compare the risks associated with raw milk in comparison to pasteurized milk products. Using this comparison 
the risks associated with raw milk products are significantly greater. It is important to remember that pasteurized 
milk is not sterilized and as i mentioned there is risk associated with all food products. In this case the loglc 
is sound, compare the risks associated with similar food groups, use regulations to minimize the risk of disease as 
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best as we are able to protect public health.

There are a number of reasons for my whoiehearted support- 

Alaskans are already able to either grow, catch, or harvest quite a numberof raw products (shellfish, fishes, 
berries, wild game, vegetables they grow, and other edibles from the wildlands) locally. From subsistence 
hunter/gatherers, to suburban residents who scour the forest for mushrooms, fiddle head fems and edible greens 
to enhance a healthy diet, we are well versed in proper and safe food handling and preparatton. VWiy would raw 
mllk be any different? 

In the stores are 1 0Os of raw products from unknown locations that are subjected to tremendous shipping lengths- 
such as eggs, milk products, fruits, vegetables, fish, and of course grocery shelves brimming with "short shelf life" 
meats of all kinds. Also deli meats and foods prepared thousands of miles away and offered to Alaskans every 
day On many of these products, there is no signage infbrming the consumer where the product oame from, let 
alone when it was harvested or prepared. Just an "expiration date" on refrigerated Items. 

With fresh, local raw milk and milk products, I wil! know where the milk comes from. I wlll be able to see for myself 
thefarming practises, examine the premises and makean infomied declslon about whether to purchase it for my 
family I cannot do this with imported milkl Instead, I am fbrced to buy milk that otten "goes or in the galton jug 
within days of opening. If the farm does not meet my personal criteria for safe handling, then I can chose another 
producer. I cannot do this as it Is today. A "short sheff life" is of no concem to me, as raw mllk Wlll undoubtedly be 
fwsherand healthier tUan what is shipped in currently. I have always supported Alaskan products in my 
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purchases, why should fresh local dairy products be out of my reach? 

As a mother and consumer, I cannot even identify produce in grocery stores that comes from countries whose 
production methods are questionable. When there is a recall of some type, we are at the "end of the food chain" 
and thus, most of the item has already been purchased and in many cases consumed. With local raw milk and 
raw milk products, we would indeed have dairy items "fresher by far" and people who have health concems would 
have a choice. I want this choice for mys&ff and my family. 

Slnce I do not farm, or have dairy animals of any type, I am unable to provide this healthy altemative (raw milk) to 
my family. The decision to restrtet sales seems to be based upon inaccurate and unproven reports of disease 
and/or illness in the Lower 48. Most were "attributed" to very large scale operations, whlch fs not the situation we 
have here in Alaska. Here we have a handful of struggling dairies and small livestock owners, and I say we should 
let the Alaska consumer prove their viability, instead of choking off an entire market sector wlth unecessary and 
outdated regulations. 

As a person who has lived in several remote spots in Alaska in the 60s and 70s, I can flrmty state that canned, 
powdered, and air shipped milk are inferior in qualtty to raw milk. I do recall times when "the barge" was either 
lost, ordelayed....meaning no milk (or produce) available at all, sometimes for weeks. I have heard that there are 
dairy animals in the Bush....why restrict raw milk, which is healthier, and fresh, from those communities? Is that a 
wise "use" of community resources? 

In my mind, the issue of raw milk sales in Alaska is about choice. I want the freedom to chose for myself and my 
family! Having the choice to purchase direct from the farmer or producer supports not only Alaska agriculture, but 
the health of our residents. 

In a time when diversifying our tiny agricultural base is crucial to our future, it would seem obvious that Alaska 
should join the other 28 states who allow raw milk sales.

Ted Stevens to reveal requests for earmarks

WASHINGTON, D.C. - U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens says he will begin later this week to 
post all of the earmark requests his office has received from local communities and 
the state. 

The move comes in response to calls from some national Republicans for greater 
transparency in the federal budget process and, specificaUy, criticism from Gov. 
Sarah Palin of the congressional delegation 1 s use of earmarks to send milhons of 
dollars home annually. 

"There is some allegation that Senator Stevens pulls these requests out of thin air 
during the appropriation process," said Aaron Saunders, spokesman for Stevens. 
"By posting these on our Web site, we'll be able to demonstrate to Alaskans exactly 
where these requests come from." 

Stevens plans to post all of the earmark requests he's received from state and 
municipal governments and private organizations for fiscai year 2009, Saunders 
said. The deadline for submitting earmark requests was Feb. 15. 

The delegation is concerned that there's a disconnect between what the governor 
says in public and the funding requests that have been submitted by her 
administration, an Alaska congressional aide said on condition of anonyrmty 
because they weren't authorized to speak on the issue. 

The state has requested 3 1 earmarks in fiscai year 2009. Of those, 22 represent 
continuing appropriations from previous years, four have been tunded intermittently 
in the past and only five requests are new. 
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The state's funding requests are in line with the governor's call in December to 
reduce the number of earmarks to no more than 10 or 12, excluding ongoing 
appropriations and earmarks for the Alaska National Guard, said John Katz, the 
governor's Washington spokesman. 

"We have reduced the total number of earmark requests from 54 last year to 31/ 
Katz said. "The total amount of money requested has gone down from $550 million 
to less than $200 million." 

Katz met with Stevens on Monday morning to assure the senator that the state 
supported efforts to shine more light on the earmark process and that the governor 
was not trying to pick a fight with the delegation. 

"I don't see any problem with Sen. Stevens posting the state's earmark requests, H 
Katz said. "We believe they all pass muster in terms of the criteria set forth by the 
congressional delegation and the Bush administration. 

"In each instance, there's a strong federal nexus, citizen support and reliance on an 
open and transparent process/ Katz said. "In addition, we've included state 
matching fiinds whereever possible." 

In an interview here on Saturday, Palin said the state's congressional delegation 
needed to change with the times and significantly curb their use of congressional 
earmarks. 

"We can either put our heads in the sand and ignore the reforms that are coming or 
we can be proactive and get Alaska in a position to be more produetive, contributing 
more and become less reliant on the federal government," Palin said. 

The comments hit a nerve with Alaska' s senior senator, who is renown for his ability 
to direct federal dollars back to the state through the earmark process. 

Stevens, also a Republican, ranked second in the Senate in the number of earmarks 
he salted into spending bills in 2007. According to the nonprofit budget watchdog 
group Taxpayers for Common Sense, Stevens snagged $389 million in earmarks for 
projects back home. 

Critics of earmarks say the process is rife for abuse by powerful lawmakers who- can 
direct federal spending to pet projects with little or no oversight. 

Stevens has repeatedly defended the use of earmarks, though, arguing that they give 
Congress more say over how federal dollars are spent. 

-The important thing to consider is that each of these requeste come from a 
borough, city, communify or local organization," Saunders said. 

Stevens supports efforts to make the budget process more transparent and has 
agreed to adhere to new rules adopted in the Senate requiring both the sponsor and 
beneficiary to be listed on each earmark, Saunders said.

"The appropriation process is not done in a smoke-filled room in the dead of night," 
Saunders said. There's a process and these bills are vetted over several months." 

Katz said the governor is not against the use of earmarks as long as they meet 
certain standards. 

"She understands Congress' responsibility to appropriate funds, and earmarking is 
part of that responsibility," Katz said. 

Stevens has repeatedly warned the state that earmarking is on the decline and that 
important infrastructure projects will require greater share from the state in the 
future. 

"Stevens has gone before the Legislature foryears telling them that federal support 
is going to slow down and that there has to be more support from the state/ 
Saunders said. "It's clear that the state is finally getting the message." 

President Bush warned Congress last month that he would veto appropriation bills 
that exceed his $988 billion budget request for non-military spending for fiscal year 
2009 and for cutting the number of earmarks in half. 

He also issued an order to federal agencies directing them to ignore earmarks in the 
reports that accompany spending bills, which are not legally binding. Instead, to be 
funded an earmark would have to be included in the language of the appropriation 
bill, which requires a vote by the full committee. 

On Tuesday, South Carolina Republican Sen. Jim DeMint said he plans to offer an 
amendment in the upcoming Senate budget resolution that would establish a year- 
long moratorium on earmarks.
